Mock enemy bombers drilled their way through clouds and valleys 


past radar and civilian'spotters. Despite jet interceptor flights and 
simulated anti-aircraft fire, they ranged over every vital target area 
nvolved. 


But air defense command offi- 


cials were happy with the prime 
object of the exercise: To test 
ind train thousands of civilian 
oluntcers in 
observation posts 


and filter report centers. 


The exercise was the largest 


of its kind since World War II 
and the first Joint maneuver of 
the Canadian, Eastern,

One Navy pilot was killed and

day "The Chinese people fully endorse" the Soviet sug- 
gestion for "the peaceful settlement of the Korean ques- 
tion."

editorial broadcast by the Peiping radio and heard in 
San Francisco by the Associated Press. 


The editorial repeated all the familiar Red accusa- 


tions of American aggression, charged that the Ameri- 
cans had suffered a decisive defeat but "still have not 
learned" their lesson. 


UNITEp NATIONS, N. Y.—(AP)—President Truman 


responded to Russia's puzzling peace feeler today with an as- 
surance the United States is ready to join in a Korean set- 
tlement. But he said any settlement must end the aggres- 
sion and bring security to the Koreans. 


The president's comment topped world-wide reaction to 


the suggestion of the Soviet Union's Jacob A. Malik for dis- 
cussions on a cease-fire and withdrawal of all troops from the 
38th parallel.

and Izvestia printed it in Moscow—all without comment.

Now That We Finally Have UMT, 
Let's Build It a Strong Foundation 


It took a long, long time, but at last we are on the road 


to achieving Universal Military Training. Although some 
ISVfc-year-olds (and some parents) may disagree, that's the 
most important news in the new manpower draft bill just 
signed by President Truman. 


To be sure, a lot has to happen before UMT becomes an 


actuality. 
First off, a five-member National Security Training com- 


mittee will have to get to work and spell out the details of 
operation. The committee has to make its report to con- 
gress some time within the next four months, and it has to 
have the endorsement of the secretary of defense. 


After that, the armed services committees of each house 


will have 45 more days to mull over the details. Then comes 
the debate on the floor. As has happened before, of course, 
the argument could go on forever without getting anywhere. 
But Senator Russell, chairman of the armed services com- 
mittee, promises action will be speedy once the supporting 
legislation needed for UMT is ready. 


There is one other hitch. Even after the law is passed, 


UMT will not go into operation until the presidents or con- 
gress decides it is no longer necessary to draft men under 
19 to keep our authorized armed strength. The experts in 
Washington seem to think this means UMT will take a back 
seat until the Korean war is over, an observation which 
could mean anything since nobody knows what the next 
move in Korea will be. 


Nevertheless, it's an historic step. Now that nearly 


everbody seems to agree we ought to have UMT, it makes 
sound sense that we build the foundations for it carefully. 


The administration began urging it back in 1946. The 


American Legion says its been urging UMT ever since the 
end of World War I. And Secretary of Defense Marshall 
goes back much farther. "The objective of a universally 
shared obligation for the defense of our country," he points 
out," is now within our grasp for the first time since George 
Washington began the pursuit of this goal a century and a 
half ago." 


Whether it took five years, 32 or 150, another five 


months or so doesn't really matter. UMT seems destined to 
be part of American life for quite a while. 


The important thing now is to put UMT together in such 


fashion, to quote General Marshall again, that "it will permit 
us thereafter to continue strong militarily in keeping with 
our great purpose of promoting peace in the world."

Youthful Arizona Judge Denies Divorce and Sets 


New Code of Marriage Ethics

ting in Tucson, Arizona, recently denied a divorce with an opinion 
which revived principles so long forgotten that they seemed to ex- 
press a new concept of the obligations of parents to children and to 
society. The judge, a young man who was put to ^««-«-a.««*««» 
t>ed for an illness whiph lasted several years fol-/^ 
lowing his graduation from Lafayette 
College, -' 


Pa., in 1935, was appointed only recently by the 
new Republican governor, Howard Pyle. 
He is 


tall, thin and delicate, a forthright Republican in 
his personal politics, a Protestant, the father of 
two children, and, in the present moral climate, a 
cruel reactionary. 


A young husbarid had petitioned for a divorce, 


The wife had filed a cross-bill. 


Judge Tullar held that the husband had a .^m 


duty to society to remain at the head of his little WMtiirnou 
family. 
He had enjoyed benefits from society. Now he could not 


shirk his duty to society by dumping his children as if it were a 
litter of kittens beside a desert road. And he told the young wife to 
tidy up her grammar an* "make yourself attractive and desirable. 
She was to try to find a few minutes ecah day to improve her mind 
and her speech. There was no corespondent, although Judge Tullar 
did refer to a young schoolteacher of whom the husband was fond. 
But if he married her. the judge wrote, the family which he would 
abandon would haunt him every day of his life. 


The simple, earnest wisdom of this young judge in his first ex- 


pression on a subject which will often be before him may be clas- 


"Although she is only 22 years old. 'the defendant wife appears 


older" Tullar began. 
"The physical strain of bearing and rearing 


three children, plus the mental strain of attempting to keep her 
family together with an unwilling husband, has told on her. She no 
longer makes the most of her appearance, due to the strain, the rush 
of her domestic affairs and the shortage of money. The fact that 
her formal education was cut short is readily apparent. 
It is ob- 


vious that her time for intellectual pursuits has been negligible since 
her marriage. 
She has not successfully been able to compete with 


attractive single young university girls who have none of her bur- 
dens or responsibilities. 


"The husband.is two years 


older, but, for another five years, 
he will continue to be young, vig- 
orous, handsome and attractive 
to women. His education has ex- 
ceeded his wife's. 
He finds bet- 


ter 
informed, 
better groomed, 


more attractive girls on the 
campus who are willing to^make 
themselves attractive to him. His 
wife and the children hang like a 
millstone around his neck. 
He 


is still too much of a child to ac- 
cept his responsibilities 
or to 


realize that the millstone is, in 
fact, a medal to be worn with 
pride and pleasure. 
He cannot 


now recognize his .good fortune 
in having a healthy, loving wife 
and children.

that he thinks the next few years 
might bring him as a single man 
he is willing to destroy the home 
and family life of four other peo- 
ple and to set three infant chil- 
dren on the road of life without 
the love, happiness and security

'Please tell me the difference 


between arthritis and bursitis," 
writes Mrs. J. L. Stated briefly 
arthritis is an inflammation of the 
tissues of a joint proper while 
bursitis is an inflammation of a 
small pocket lined with delicate 
tissue which lies near one of the 
joints. But a little more can be 
said about bursitis since it is a 
common affliction. 


"Housemaid's knee" is a form 


of bursitis. The pocket or bursa 
involved lies just back of the knee 
cap. It is the result of injury, and 
as the name implies was compara- 
tively common among those who 
spent a good part of their time 
on their knees scrubbing floors 
Another form of bursitis occurs 
near the elbow and is commonly 
called "tennis elbow." This also 
is the result of a sort of injury 
to the bursa from overuse. 


There are other bursas in other 


places—all of which have perfect- 
ly proper scientific names—anc 
they can all become inflamed. As 
in the two forms mentioned the 
most common cause of bursitis 
is injury, either from 
repeated 


small injuries or one big one 
Quite often, too, the signs of bur- 
sitis start suddenly with a good 
deal of pain and discomfort, as 
anyone who has had it can testi- 
fy. Frequently the bursa 
con 


tains fluid, the area around i 
is tender, and motion of thi 
neighboring joint produces a good 
deal of pain. 


Bursitis is often easier to avoid 


than to cure. However, what to 
do for it once it has started is 
quite a problem. During the acute 
stage rest is particularly import 
ant in order to make this as com 
plete as necessary as cast, splint 
or bandage is often used. Hea 
often relieves some of the pain 
and tenderness. Sometimes par 
of the pain is the result of pres 
sure from fluid, and consquentlj 
the doctor may want to draw 
some of this off through a needle 


CHRONIC CASES 


The acute phase of the bursiti 


subsides in time but sometime 
it turns into a chronic condition 
This is distressing because to 
often a chronic bursitis resists al 
sorts of treatments. Deep X-ra 
helps some; injection of certai 
fluids help others. In resistan 
cases it may'even be necessary t 
operate and remove most of th 
flamed lining.

Is there much 
rouble, many sand traps, a lot of 
deep rough? At first glance it 
doesn't seem- difficult. But Hender- 
son offers a dissenting vote. 


Course Misleading 


"This course will fool you," he 


iaid. "It doesn't look tough, but tHe 
irst thing you know you're in 


trouble and it costs you a stroke 
or two before you're out of trouble 
again." 


Henderson continued: 
"The last time we had the Lin- 


coln Highway tourney here the 
boys thought they were going to 
murder this course. It surprised 
quite a few of them, I guess, when 
they didn't score too well." 


Nevertheless, whether it was a 


happy accident or Just one of his 
better golfing days, the author 
played a better 18 holes of golf 
over the Sunset course than any 
of the other five links visited for 
this series. (The others: Emerald 
Hill, Dixon Country Club, Plum 


Hollow and Oregon Country Club.) 


Why It's Tough 


What makes this course a tough 


one for many swingers? A glance 
at the scorecard will tell that. 
Three par 4 holes that stretch over 
400 yards each usually take their 
toll, unless you are hitting the ball 
well and are hitting it straight. 


Most Sunset golfers do well on 


the first two holes, both par 4's 
that run 349 and 292 yards. But 
No. 3 extends 446 yards and the 
four strokes that are par for this 
demon are seldom enough. 


Trouble for Polum 


Number 4 is another easy par 4 


hole, only 298 yards long. A dogleg 


to the right on the 330-yard fifth 
causes trouble at times. Bud Pol 
um, one of the better young golf 
ers in Mt. Morris, who playec 
along with the author,-Henderson 
and Phil Coggins (of hole-in-oni 
fame), got in trouble on this hole 
He tried to take a short-cut across 
the dogleg and wound up shooting 
twice out of the rough after his 
low drive hit a low tree. It was a 
good illustration of Henderson's 
earlier statement: ". . . the first 
thing you know you're in trouble 


Number six is another lengthy 


par 4; it stretches 416 yards. It's 
just long, that's all. 


Slice Is Fatal 


The only par 5 hole on the 


course is.No. 7. It's tee lies near 
the main Kable plant, and a deep 
stretch of rough yawns to the 
right. The author learned this the 
hard way—via a sliced drive and a 
lost ball. 


Almost every golfer in Illinois 


has read about Sunset's No. 8 hole 
in the last month.

footed for we have begun to arm 
and prepare in a big way. 


2. By going into Korea, which 


showed our willingness to fight to 
stop Communism, this country un- 
doubtedly upset the Communists' 
timetable of conquest in Asia and 
elsewhere. 


3. The Western allies have been 


welded closer by the realization 
that Communism, unless stopped, 
would chew up the unprepared 
part of the world. It spurred them 
all into re-arming. 


4. This country revealed itself 


to the world as badly split and con- 
fused on how to stop Communism 
and what to do next. 


Korea was a test. If we had 


stood by idly there, it would have 
green-lighted Communism to gob- 
ble up the rest of Asia'and move 
perhaps in the Middle East and 
Europe.

We 
had developed an almost childlike 
and mystical belief in it as the 
perfect defense. 


The Korean outbreak quickly 


showed us how pitifully unpre- 
pared we were to fight a real war. 
even against North Koreans who 
lacked bombs and atom bombs. 


At the time of the Korean ^out- 


break, the Western allies were 
linked together in the Atlantic 
pact which then'was hardly more 
than a noble promise; a promise to 
go to one another's help if any 
member nation was attacked. 


Only Paper Promise 


Actually, it was a paper promise. 


Korea showed these allies they 
were in pretty sad shape to defend 
anyone, including th'emselves. Now 
they've all started to rearm and 
turn their paper alliance into a 
military one. 


History may show Russia lost 


the long cold war with the West 
by choosing to make a minor test 
in Korea—which has given the 
allies 12 months to get ready—in- 
stead of sweeping across Europe 
while it still was pitifully unready. 


But this country has not gone 


through the -Korean experience 
without great pain: The 'loss of 
American lives and one of the most 


searing spiritual convulsions in the 
nation's history. 


In the past year, openly before 


the world and undoubtedly to the 
benefit of the Russians, we have 
exposed our thinking in the dis- 
putes over what we should do and 
what we did wrong. It has been 
a purge of the American spirit. 


Self Analyst* 


Even while we were fighting in 


Korea we went through months Of 
self-analysfs, not unnvixed with 
politics, to decide whether we 
should really stand beside our Eur- 
opean allies by sending 
them 


troops, instead of arms only. 


That was the famous troops-for- 


Europe debate, started by former 
President Hoover who tried to per- 
suade the country that we should 
make the U. S. a Gibraltar, using 
the oceans as a Maginot, and keep 
our ground troops at home. 


Then, after a deBate that show- 


ed a wide split in American think- 
ing on this, the senate approved 
the decision to send troops, al- 
though with qualifications. Almost 
at once, without batting an eye or 
apparently feeling an inconsisten- 
cy, we plunged into the other ex- 
treme in our zeal for self-examina- 
tion. This was after the firing of 
General MacArthur. 


He won a* lot of support by 


urging an even fiercer war in Asia

He said it was not valid, 
that parliamentary procedure had 
been ignored, that the gathering 
of the Young Republicans was a 
picnic and not a business meeting 
and that persons who favored the 
censure of McCarthy were not 
even members of .the Young GOP. 


Hooper denied all these and 


maintained the resolution had been 
passed "by the Eighth distri«(| 
Young Republican Organization." 


How many favored the anti-Mc- 


Carthy measure is uncertain. Both 
sides agree about 30 persons were 
on hand at first but some walked 
out. 


The resolution said McCarthy 


"has accomplished nothing of im- 
portance during his five years in 
office." 


"He has engaged in character 


assassination 
and 
mud-slinging- 


tactics, thus discouraging 
good 


men from holding office." 


McCarthy could not be reached 


for comment.
